Red Army troops which struck 
through Romania were at the 
Bulgarian frontier on a broad 
front overlooking the Danube 
River but there was no immediate 


indication. they had as yet crossed 
the border. 

A- Foreign Office statement 
broadcast from Moscow and re- 
corded by the Soviet monitor in 
London announced the break with 
Bulgaria. Moscow earlier in the

\Kent’s communication with the 
Nazis was not learned until after 
Kent’s arrest, when, during the 
search of his rooms, a telephone 
call for Kent came from the 
Italian embassy in London. Kent 
was tried under the British offi- 
cial secrets act and was sentenced 
to serve seven years in prison, 

“Italy, you remember,” he said, 
“did not go to war until after 
Kent’s arrest.”

GOLDEN 10 SERVE 
3 YEARS IN PRISON: 
DECISION UPHELD 


Supreme Court Says Guil- 
ty Verdict Was Only 
One Possible at Hod- 


carrier Officer’s Trial. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 5.— 
Orville Golden, former secretary- 
treasurer of AFL Hodcarriers, 
Building and Common’ Laborers 
Union, Local No. 42, St. Louis, 
must serve a three-year sentence 
in the penitentiary under a ruling 
today by the Missouri Supreme 
Court, affirming his conviction of 
a part in embezzlement of $151,000 
of the union’s funds in 1941, 

Supreme Court Commissioner 
Henry J. Westhues, in an opinion 
unanimously adopted by the three 
judges in Division No. 2 of the 
court said, “We cannot see how a 
jury anywhere, at any time, could 
come to any other conclusion than 
that he was guilty.” 

“Evidence Overwhelming.” 

“The evidence was overwhelm- 
ingly against him,” Commissioner 
Westhues said, after overruling nu- 
merous defense contentions of er- 
ror in the trial conducted before 
Circuit Judge Charles B. Williams 
of St. Louis. 

Assignment after assignment of 
error was rejected -by the Supreme 
Court, including a claim by the de- 
fense that a confession by Golden, 
in which Golden said he and three 
other officers had conspired ,to 
embezzle union funds, was ob- 
tained by coercion, duress, prom- 
ise of immunity and trick, 

“The record contains not one 
iota of evidence to sustain the 
claim of coercion or duress,” Com-

NEW YORK, Sept. 5 (AP).—A 
severe earthquake, followed sev- 
eral hours later by two minor 
shocks, rocked northeastern 
United States and several pro- 
vinces in Canada early today, 


damaging two school buildings in | 
Cornwall, Ont., so seriously that. 


opening of school was postponed. 

Mayor Aaron Horovitz esti- 
mated that damage inflicted to 
buildings in the St. Lawrence Riv- 
er city would run between $500,- 
000 and $750,000 and said he would 
appeal to the Dominion Govern- 
ment for bricklayers to help re- 
pair homes whose chimneys were 
toppled. 

School was supposed to open in 
the Collegiate Institute and Vo- 
cational School today but the 
buildings were found unsafe for 
occupancy. 

The first shock, recorded on 
Fordham University’s seismograph 
at 12:39 a. m., was centered near 
Malone, N. Y., and Cornwall, the 
Rev. Joseph Lynch, Fordham seis- 
mologist, said, and was felt as 
far south as Virginia and as far 
west as Michigan. 


Two additional tremors at 4:29\ ads, 


a. m. and 4:50 a. m. were felt in 
‘the Cornwall district. The latter 
was described as severe in Canada 
and was recorded by Fordham, but 
Father Lynch expressed belief it 
was not strong enough to be no- 
ticed by individuals outside the im- 
mediate Cornwall area, 


Although the 12:39 a. m. shock 
'was described by Father Lynch as 
“the most severe that I recall in 
‘New York State,” he said it was 
not a major earthquake. 


“It was the creaking stair kind 
of quake,” he added, explaining it 
‘was caused by contracting of the 
earth surface ag timbers do in an 
old deserted house. 


Dishes fell from shelves, bottles 
toppled in taverns and windows 
rattled througout New York 
‘State. While thousands were 
‘awakened by the jolt in Brooklyn,

Helsinki Mission Going 
to Moscow to Negotiate 


Peace Terms — Ger- 
mans Must Get Out by 
Sept. 15. 


LONDON, Sept. 5 (AP).—A Fin- 
nish mission will depart for Mos- 
cow tomorrow, the Berlin radio 
said today, to negotiate peace 
terms under the armistice which 
ended hostilities on the Finnish- 
Russian front yesterday after 
more than three years of war. 

Premier Hantii Hackzell and 
Foreign Minister C. J. A. Enckell 
are expected to head the mission, 
which will consist of about 10 
members, Berlin reported. 

The broadcast made no refer- 
ence to the disposition of Ger- 
man troops stationed in Finland. 


Dispatches from Stockholm last 
night quoted Finnish sources 
as saying Nazi forces scattered 
throughout the southern part of 
the country were expected to be- 
gin withdrawing. today. This 
source estimated there probably 
were three German divisions in 
southern Finland, despite reports 
of gradual withdrawals from that 
area. 

Situation in North Obscure. 

The situation in northern Fin- 
land remained obscure, although 
there were reports in Sweden that 
the Germans were withdrawing 
via northern Norway. 

(A Chicago Daily-News—Post- 
Dispatch correspondent at Stock- 
holm said éstimates there put Col. 
Gen. Lothar Rendulic’s German 
forces in Finland at about 160,- 
000, including 90,000 infantry, 20,- 
000 motorized infantry, 7000 ar- 
mored troops, 30,000 Todt organi- 
zation workers, and various auxil- 
jiaries. Rendulic also has a small 
number of planes, some heavy 
tanks and armored cars, the dis- 
patch added.) 

Under the terms of the armis- 
tice, Finland gave Germany until 
Sept. 15 to evacuate all its forces. 
Those remaining in Finland after 
that date will be disarmed and 
interned, the Helsinki Government 


said, 
Cease-Firing Order. 

While the Moscow radio an- 
nounced that Soviet troops facing 
the Finnish fronts would cease 
firing at 8 a. m. today, the Finnish 
command said its troops had been 
instructed to cease fire at 8 a. m. 
Monday. It was not clear whether 
the two sides simultaneously 
stopped firing, but a Finnish offi- 
cer in a Helsinki broadcast re- 
ported the last shots were fired 
at 7:59 a. m. yesterday. 

The Moscow broadcast, the first 
official word from the Soviet cap- 
ital on the end of the Russian- 
Finnish war, made no comment

LONDON, Sept. 5 (AP).—A 
British flying column which 
captured Brussels and Ant- 
Werp in a 48-hour border-to- 
border sweep across Belgium 
was reported today to have 
raced through Breda, five 
miles inside Holland, and to 
be pushing down the last 28 
miles to the important port of 
Rotterdam. 

A dispatch from the French 
frontier said it was reliably re- 
ported that American tanks had 
reached the outskirts of the 
French border city of Strasbourg, 
on the Rhine River, 70 miles east 
of Nancy, and that fighting was 
in progres on German soil around 
Saarbrucken. Other unofficial re- 
ports said the Americans had 
crossed the German frontier at 
three places on a 100-mile front. 

Reports reaching the Swiss 
French frontier said the Allies 
had captured Aachen and Saar- 
brucken in Germany, but no con- 
firmation was forthcoming from 
supreme headquarters. The towns 
are from three to five miles with- 
in the German border. 

The American drives have been 
kept under a security silence by 
Supreme Headquarters for three 
days, in which time they could 
have penetrated well into the 
Siegfried line defense zone. 


Artillery Duel Across Moselle. 


Edward D. Ball, Associated 
Press correspondent, reported in 
a late dispatch from the front 
that American artillery duelled 
all day today with enemy bat- 
teries across the Moselle River at 
Pont-a-Mousson, 40 miles south- 
west of the German border below 
Saarbrucken. 

An enemy rearguard was hold- 
ing out in chateau after the 
main force had pulled back into 
the Lorraine hills yesterday, re- 
sulting in the heaviest artillery 
clash since the American break- 
through in Normandy, Ball wrote, 
The Germans were battling to de- 
lay as long as possible a con- 
tinuation of Lt, Gen. George S., 
Patton’s Third Army advance.

BAR COMMITTEE . 


URGES CONTINUING 
PLL ON JUDGES 


5 Questions Proposed for 
Association Ballot on 
Retaining Present Cir- 


cuit Jurists. 


The Bar Association of St. 
Louis, which in previous elections 
has passed its own judgment on 
qualifications of candidates for 
the bench, has received a recom- | 
mendation from its judiciary com- | 
mittee that members of the bar 
continue their critical function 
this year under the new non- 
partisan court plan. 

This year the question before 
the voters in November will be 
only whether the judges of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court whose 
terms are expiring shall be re- 
tained in office. | 

For a proposed poll of bar as- 
sociation members’ views on the 
present Circuit Court Judges the 
judiciary committee has drawn up 
a ballot which asks five questions 
concerning each judge, and indi- 
cates the percentage of the vote 
the judge must receive in order 
to be recommended by the asso- 
ciation. . 

The questions and the required 
percentages are: 

“Have you complete confidence 
fm his integrity?” Required, 85 
per cent, 

“Does he possess the requisite 
judicial temperament?” Seventy 
per cent. 

“Does he posses the requisite 
legal ability?” Sixty. per cent. 

“Is he industrious and diligent 
fn the dispatch of business?” Sixty 
per cent. 

“Is he considerate of the time 
and convenience of al] persons ap- 
pearing in his court?” Fifty per 
cent. 

In the event fewer than 250 
votes are cast on any question, the 
vote on that particular question is 
mot to be taken into consideration 
or reported. The Bar Association 
now has more than 1100 members. 

The judiciary committee also 
proposes a questionnaire on polit- 
ical activity of judges.. Its report 
declares on this point: 

“In order to assist in the main- 
tenance of the high standards re- 
quired under the. nonpartisan 
court plan, and to give the mem- 
bers of this association an oppor- 


tunity to present any facts or in-| 


formation which they might pos- 
gess concerning political activity 
of any Judge of the Circuit Court 
of St. Louis, this committee sug- 
gests that a questionnaire be en- 
closed with the ballot, giving the 
member an opportunity to present 
the facts or information in his 
possession to the president of the 
Bar Association with.the under- 
standing that such information 
would be treated as confidential.” 

The proposed questionnaire on 
political activity quotes a pro- 
vision of the non-partisan court 
plan making it unlawful for any 
Circuit Court Judge to “directly 
or indirectly make any contribu- 
tion to or hold any office in a 
political party or organization or 
take part in any political cam- 
paign.” It asks Bar members if 
they havé-any information indi- 
cating a violation of the provision. 
It then asks if the member hav- 
ing the information is willing to 
submit it in confidence to the 
president of the Bar Association.

BIG U.S. BOMBERS 


HIT REICH CITIES 
IN PATH OF DRIVE 


Stuttgart, Karlsruhe and 
Ludwigshafen Blasted 
—Budapest Pounded in 
Support of Reds. 


LONDON, Sept. 5 (AP).—Up to 
1750 American planes from the 
west and south struck three major 
and industrial 


armies and bombed Budapest and 
rail bridges in Hungary and 
Northern Italy. 


Around 750 Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators from _ Britain 
bombed Stuttgart, Karlsruhe and 
Ludwigshafen. They were con- 
voyed by about 500 Mustang fight- 
ers, 

Up to 500 heavy bombers from 
Italy blasted Budapest, and rail- 
road bridges 20 miles northeast 
at Szob and 10 miles southeast at 
Szolnok. The Germans threw up 
flak at the Hungarian capital, but 
risked no fighter planes. Mnother 
flight of Liberators bombed the 
Ferrara bridge in North Italy for 
the sixth time in two weeks. 


Lightnings caughta fleet of Ger-' 


man planes on virtually undefend- 
ed landing fields in Western Ger- 
many and destroyed 60 on the 
ground and 15 in the air. 

Perhaps the most significant of 
the three-target attack by -nearly 
750 Flying Fortresses and Libera- 
tors from Britain was the attack 
on the rail yards and repair shops 
at Karlsruhe, just across. the 
French-German border. in the 
Rhineland. Mosquitoes dropped 
many two-ton blockbusters on 
Karlsruhe Aast night without loss. 

Because of its logation and huge 
transport facilities, Karlsruhe is a 
logical focal point for supplies and 
reinforcements which Hitler prob- 
ably is marshalling for the battle 
of Germany. One re 
the United States Third Army 
within 40 miles of Karlsruhe. 

Up to 500 Mustang fighters 
corted the bombers and Berjin 
said air battles ensued.

Tass Assails New Promise. 

Some hours before the war 
declaration, Muraviev, the new 
Bulgarian Premier, promised to 
restore “democratic liberties” 
his people and disarm all German 
troops in the country. He said 
Bulgaria would be compelled to 
break off relations with Germany 
if the Nazis attempted to inter- 
fere. 

Muraviev’s speech, in which he 
repeated Bulgaria’s desire to 
maintain “unreserved, reliable neu- 
trality,” was reported caustically 
by the Moscow radio in a Tass 
news agency dispatch from Sofia. 

After giving the text of the 
speech, the Tass dispatch com- 
mented that nothing has been 
forthcoming from Bulgaria but 
“promises and nothing is known 
as to when these promises will be 
fulfilled, 

“One unfortunately is compelled 

to state that in the sphere of for- 
eign policy the Prime Minister's 
declarations represent no progress 
as compared with the attitude of 
the (Ivan) Bagrianov’§ govern- 
ment,” 
- Moscow has been urging an out- 
right declaration of war against 
Germany as the only acceptable 
policy for Bulgaria,

The editorial, “High Time to Kill It,” 
en Aug. 26, advocating repeal of the 
Johnson Act of 1934, which prohibits 
Jjoans by American individuals or cor- 
porations to foreign governments in 
default on their payments of prior debt 
to the United States Government, exem- 
plifies an amazing trend of thought. 

It suggests that the United States 
must continue to pour out our money 
and goods to all countries and peoples 
of the world with the veritable certainty 
that little if any of it will ever be 
returned. More of the New Deal 
philosophy, that he who is better off, 
regardiess of how he became that way, 
must give up to those who have less, 
regardiess of why! 

The Johnson Act may have been a 
futile gesture to lock the door after the 
horse was gone, for in 1934 and since, 
mo sane individual would have lent 
his funds to foreign governments (with 
the possible exception of Finland and 
Argentina, sole maintainers of their 
debts to the United States and its citi- 
zens) except at most usurious rates. 
But it was an attempt to legislate 
honesty into countries that had bor- 
rowed our money to build vast arma- 
ments for their coming wars and to 
stop domestic lunatics from further loss 
of their money. 

Until a new crop of suckers is born 
who will not know the sad financial 
history of the World War I loans, I doubt 
if there will be a resumption of lending 
money overseas—uniless, like lend-lease, 
we are forced into it by our political 
everlords.

George Norris’ Monument 


Democracy is a stronger institution in our 


country because of the 40 years George W. Norris ° 


spent in its public service. His career, now end- 
ed by death at 83, is a massive landmark of un- 
faltering progressivism, of political independence, 
of selfless devotion to the national welfare. 

George Norris dedicated all his days to bat- 
tling the forces that drag democracy down. They 
were powerful forces, too: political reaction, busi- 
ness greed, partisanship, corruption, obsolete in- 
stitutions, popular lethargy. 

In every fight, the odds seemed at first hope- 
lessly against the Nebraska Senator. He was ridi- 
culed, reviled, misrepresented, conspired against. 
Yet his forlorn minority, by the power of logic 
and persistence and integrity, at length carried 
the day, and the people gained the benefits. 

The record is long and brilliant. It embodies 
constitutional reform, in abolishing the lame-duck 
session of Congress, and it extends to reform in 
his home State, in the pioneering achievement of 
Nebraska’s one-house Legislature. It includes 
protection of labor’s rights, exposure of Power 
Trust machinations, blocking of many an unfit 
appointment, establishment of popular welfare 
ahead of party welfare. 

Above all, there is his living monument, the 

Tennessee Valley Authority. Its creation resulted 
from the longest of Norris’ many battles, at times 
the most hopeless and in total achievement the 
greatest triumph. 
. At its beginning shortly after World War Tf, 
the objective was to keep the great Muscle Shoals 
project out of private exploiters’ hands and to 
save it for the people. As in many of his bat- 
Norris was profoundly discouraged after 
early setbacks. He said mournfully in 1925: 


Muscle Shoals must be fought over again. 
I expect to lose. I am going on even though 
tag absolutely alone. I am going to do 

e best I can, but I cannot last long and 
keep up such an uneven, unfair contest .. 
They'll never name a dam after me. 


But the long fight at last was won, and the 
mighty organism of TVA was created, to rescue 
a rich but neglected region from the ravages of 
its uncurbed rivers, and to serve as an example 
for other valleys at home and abroad. They did 
name a dam for him. When the veteran fighter 
saw it at work, there were tears on his cheeks, 
and he said: “This is my epitaph.” 

Norris was keenly interested in the developing 
movement to bring to the Missouri Valley the 
ben¢fits of unified planning so superbly demon- 
strated by the TVA. One of his last public state- 
ments was in emphatic approval of the project 
to install one big plan for one big river. 

To treat the Missouri River system as a whole, 
for simultaneous development of flood control, 
irrigation, navigation and power, without con- 
cern for state lines, is the only feasible solution, 
Norris said. His advice to the Missouri Valley 
was plain: 

If we control the floods as they have been 
controlled in the Tennessee Valley by build- 
ing dams and storing the waters, we will be 
able to let them out when the dry season 


comes and irrigate the great bread-basket of 
the Union. 


The possibilities in the way of production 
of crops almost stagger the imagination, and 
in addition we will be able to carry to the 
homes and the factories in this great valley 
the electric power that shall change civiliza- 
tion as if by magic. 

Why can we not look upon the Tennessee 
Valley and find an answer? ...If we will 
disregard the claims of the monopolies and 
think only of the good of the people of the 
country and the experience of our own Gov- 
ernment in the Tennessee Valley, the problem 
becomes at once very, very simple. 

George Norris was never a man to rest on 
achievements launched or honors won. He did 
not consider the TVA as a project for only one 
valley; he foresaw adoption of its principle all 
over the nation and, specifically, in the Missouri 
Valley. ) 

In these days of glowing tributes to his memory, 
no testimonial could be of greater satisfaction to 
this grand American than the knowledge that 
the idea of unified river control is being advo- 
cated in his home valley; and that the battle 
will not end until, following his own example, 


it is won. 
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Nazi Shucks 


Truly, the Nazis are losing their grip. Their 
propaganda lacks the almost tile-like slickness 
which in their palmy balmy days gave it a cer- 
tain noticeableness. The Essener National Zei- 
tung, for instance, is trying to discourage the 
more arrant displays of luxury by asserting that 
“when cigarettes and cigars have scarcity value, 
it cannot be considered an expression of the peo- 
ple’s community feeling when men are seen strut- 
ting along with fat cigars.” 

The Essener National Zeitung has committed 
the folly of ignoring the fundamentals of human 
nature. As it should know, the number of per- 
sons who strut along with fat cigars in order to 
express the people’s community feeling is practi- 
cally negligible. In cold fact, it is well known 
that one of the main reasons why people smoke at 
all is to have something to do with their hands. 
This all too obviously has nothing whatever to 
do with community feeling. . 

It is probably pretty late in the day for any- 
thing to make much difference about what is go- 
ing to happen to the Essener National Zeitung, to 
its proprietor, H. Goering, or to community feel- 
ing in its trade territory. But if the paper is 


interested in salvaging a bad bit of propaganda 
just as a matter of pride, American advertising 
technique offers innumerable examples ripe for 
the following. Persons seen strutting along with 
fat cigars could be said to look repellent to wom.- 
en, or to prospective business clients, or to em- 
ployers of labor. They might be declared, by a 
coterie of famous personages, to be misguided. 
Anything but that community-feeling angle, 
which isn’t even good corn, but, frankly, sheer 
shucks, 
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Finland Quits 


Finland has at last, after three years, quit the 
Axis camp and made armistice with Russia—not 
because it experienced any change of heart, but 
because it was beaten so badly that even its in- 
transigent leaders could no longer refuse to 
recognize the obvious fact of defeat. 

There are indications that, after suing for ar- 
mistice and accepting terms, the Finns tried to 
stall. off severing diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many. The Moscow radio’s complaint yesterday 
on this point suggested as much. 

What of Finland’s future? Apparently Russia 
is unwilling to grant that country the co-belliger- 
ent status in which she accepted Italy and to 
which she has invited Romania. The armistice 
terms themselves are only preliminary to con- 
versations out of which a permanent treaty will 
come. 

If the terms are those suitable to an enemy 
which has to be crushed before it would quit, 
and which has not ceased to harbor enmity, Fin- 
land should not be surprised. It cast its lot 
with the Nazi New Order, and lost; and in de- 


feat it is wnregenerate. 
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Failure of a Promotion Drive 


The power of American press-agentry is stu- 
pendous, but it hag come a sad cropper in the 
case of Romania’s ex-King Carol. Some 18 months 
ago, the exiled monarch, living in Mexico, hired 
a New York publicity firm, for a fee of $35,000 
a year, to sell him to the world as a good demo- 
crat, worthy of affection by the United Nations 
and reinstallation on his former throne, 

Our publicity men have sold many products, 
causes and individuals to the public, but never 
was such sales resistance encountered as in the 
case of this royal racketeer. When Carol's agent 
arranged for him to speak on a nation-wide radio 
chain, public opposition became so vehement that 
the broadcast was canceled. Little more has been 
heard of the client since then, but now his name 
turns up in a dispatch from -Moscow. (George 
Popp, a Peasant party delegate on the armistice 
commission, was asked about the former ruler's 
chances to regain power, and dismissed him ina 
sentence: “Carol is through in the King business 
forever.” 

This total failure of a promotion campaign 
bears a moral for all press agents: a commodity 
must have some merit before there's even a faint 
hope of putting it over. 
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Mr. Shakespeare Said It 


Yesterday the hated Yankees established a 
beachhead on first place in the torrid American 
League war and our Brownies, who have led 
since June 1, are now a half-game behind. There 
was a matter of a home run by Roy Cullenbine 
in the first game with Cleveland that spelled dis- 
aster for the Browns, while the Yanks’ heavy 
artillery was compiling 24 runs in two games. 

We don’t suppose the Browns, this morning 
after the night before, are too happy, yet we 
urge them to remember that Mr. Shakespeare, 
who knew quite a lot about the human beart, 
found that adversity has its uses. An ugly thing 
it is, yet, like the ugly and venomous toad, it 
wears a precious jewel in its head. And that 
means that the Brownies, bruised and battered 
though they be, now can find the courage, the 
oomph and the base hits to climb back where 
they belong.

Our Terms to Germany 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Doctrine of unconditional surrender served a good purpose, but 
now does more harm than good, writer says; no reason to bargain 
with Nazis, but Allied statement of postwar intentions is urged; 
purpose would be to hasten crack-up of the Reich and save lives.

We have reached a stage of the war 
where a highly-important decision should 
be taken at the earliest possible moment: 

The Allies should go beyond the demand 
for “unconditional surrender.” The phrase 
has served its purpose: it was for a time 
a useful idea; but as it stands, it is today 
doing more harm than good. 

When this ultimatum first came out of 
the Casablanca meeting of Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Roosevelt, there were good rea- 
sons for it, 


The statesmen remembered vividly that 
the First World War was ended through 
an armistice supposedly based on President 
Wilson’s 14 Points. In fact, however, by 
the time the peace was finally written, most 
of the 14 points wre pretty well out of the 
window. 

This enabled the Germans to say that 
they had been tricked into laying down 
their arms on false promises, although ac- 
tually the Germans would have been forced 
to surrender a few weeks later, regardless 
of promises. 


Wary of Stating Terms 


It is easy to see, therefore, why Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Churchill did not want to 
make promises which could be interpreted 
as offering conditions which subsequently 
were not fulfilled. 


But conditions have changed since Casa- 
blanca. The Allies themselves have not 
been consistent in living up to this princi- 
ple. Japan was given a pretty definite set 
of peace terms in the Cairo conference. Fin- 
land was given a clear set of peace terms 
by Soviet Russia. Russia’s promise to the 
Balkan countries when her armies reached 
the Romanian border involved peace terms 
as regards the possible annexation of terri- 
tory. 


Even Germany has had, unofficially, a 
pretty clear indication of certain peace 
terms, such as the loss of East Prussia, 
Eastern Pomerania and part of Silesia. 


These terms, however, are not officially 
confirmed, and, most important of all, the 
Germans do not know what additional con- 
ditions may be imposed upon them. Their 
rulers are therefore able to say to them: 
“You must fight on to the last, because if 
the Allies win, your fate will be so terrible 
that nothing else could be as bad.” The 
mood thus created could easily cost us the 
lives of many thousands of Allied soldiers. 


For Statement of Aims 


Under these circumstances, the proper 
course seems to me fairly clear. We do not 
need to bargain in advance with the Ger- 
mans, or offer them an explicit set of con- 
ditions like Wilson’s 14 Points, which were 
inevitably modified under the impact of 
nationalistic peace-conference ambitions. 
We can, however, describe to the Germans 
their role in the kind of postwar world we 
want, 


Yet it is not at all certain that the people 
of any of the three great Allied powers 
know exactly what sort of postwar world 
they do want, or how Germany should fit 
into it. We cannot give conditions to the 
Germans until we are agreed as to what 
those conditions should be: and we cannot 
agree among ourselves until our own main 
lines of policy are clear. 


The most important thing om earth is for 


} 


Americans, members of the British Com- 
monwealth, Russians and Chinese to agree 
now to retain firm friendship among them- 
selves, thus making another world war as 
unlikely as possible. What we have in com- 
mon is far more important than what sep- 
arates us, and our continued amity is the 
best guarantee against a resurgence of 
Fascism anywhere, under whatever guise. 


Outline of Possible Policy 


It seems to me, therefore, that we ought 
first to come to agreement among ourselves 
and then say to the German people, and 
mean it: 


“We propose to punish severely a good 
many thousand actual war criminals. We 
intend that, as far as is humanly possible, 
you shall make good the damage you have 
done throughout Europe, and shall restore 
to its rightful owners the loot you have 
stolen. We may take some territory away 
from you in the interest of general justice 
and a permanently peaceful Europe. 


“We do not intend, however, to destroy 
all Germans, root and branch. We realize 
that a high level of prosperity in the rest 
of Europe is impossible if Germany is kept 
in poverty and distress. We are prepared 
to believe that some of you can still be re- 
stored to a faith in democratic principles, 
and will work with such Germans in the 
interest of permanent peace and prosper- 
ity.” 


Surrender Still Essential 


Naturally, there is no reason why Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt should flatly 
abandon the idea of unconditional surren- 
der. 


Unconditional surrender precludes bar- 
gaining with the enemy, but it does not 
preclude letting him know in advance what 
you propose to do to him, or having the 
Allied leaders supplement their ultimatum 
with a statement of the sort of postwar 
world in which the Germans may expect to 
live. The Russian press has indicated a 
readiness for such a change. 


Reliable evidences show that the Ger- 
man people are badly shaken in their faith 
in Hitler and his minions. They will crack, 
and what we want is a policy that will 
make them crack at the earliest moment, 
without involving ourselves in obligations 
which might haunt us later. 


T submit that the course I have outlined 
would shorten the war, save lives and yet 
give Germany no more than all sensible 
people are agreed that she should have. 


HOME-FRONT CASUALTIES

on the home front as in battles on the 
fighting front. Because of this, 750,000,000 
man-days have been lost on production lines 
—the time it would take to build 35,000 
bombers or 108 battleships. 

A nation at war must expect losses in 
battle. But it cannot afford this appalling 
loss of life, with its waste of man power, 
materials and time, at home. 

With the National Safety Council, we 
urge all Americans to do their part in ¢ur- 
tailing the death toll by using common 
sense, more courtesy and greater caution.

According to the Crider definition, then, 
the “bureaucrat” is the Government em- 
ploye with a passion for serving the pub- 
lic, and with the feeling that he has been 
called to perform a “great mission.” This 
is indeed a horrific indictment, Clearly, 
this means that Crider recognizes the only 
true servant of the people as one filled with 
ennui toward his job. 

But wait—this becomes very confusing. 
For on page 31 Mr. Crider finds just such 
languorous loafers on the public payroll, 
and he doesn’t like them one mite. Says 
he indignantly: “Just walk through the 
miles of corridors in the Department of 
Commerce Building some spring afternoon 
when the doors are wide open. The princi- 
pal bureaucrats themselves are probably be- 
hind closed doors, most likely ‘in confer- 
ence,’ which may mean that they are nap- 
ping, reading a novel, listening to a radio 
or bulling with neighboring bureaucrats 
about how the Redskins made out in their 
football season.” The secretaries and typists 
lounge around smoking cigarettes, inspect- 
ing their new hair-dos or discussing last 
night’s dates, he adds.

Obviously, it is hard to satisfy Mr. Cri- 
der. He doesn’t want them burning the 
midnight oil with zeal, yet he fidgets when 
they puff a weed or inspect a hair-do. 

Both notions, of course, are out of focus. 
(Incidentally, the only persons whom I've 
seen napping in Government buildings were 
newsmen in press rooms, Crider’s book 
unwittingly confirms a suspicion: that “bu- 
reaucrat” as now used is chiefly a political 
smear-word: and that if “bureaucracy” 
means “red tape,” as commonly understood, 
then you may find it everywhere in some 
measure—perhaps even in the Washington 
Bureau of the New York Times.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 5 (AP).—Ship con- 
struction apparently will decline in the initial 
quarter of 1945, a development that would 
ave ‘‘a pronounced bearing on various major 
steel products,’’ the magazine ‘‘Steel’’ said. 

**Shipbuilding, which has been a major fac- 
tor in war demand from the beginnfng, is due 
for a sharp decline in first quarter,’’ the 
publication said. **Further substantial ship 
contracts may be placed but so far as steel 
requirements are concerned they should be 
decidedly less by early next year, it is believed. 

‘*'This will have a pronounced bearing on 
various major steel products, plates, shapes, 
bars and sheets. Any lessening in plate de- 
mand (for ships) will affect first and most 
importantly continuous strip mills now rolling 
plates at the expense of sheets. 

‘Should merchant ship production be cur- 
talled as much as now indicated for _ first 
quarter sheet capacity will be expanded sharply.’’ 

The magazine observed, however, that a drop 
in ship construction ‘‘does not imply that ship- 
yards, even those producing cargo ships, will 
not be busy for some time further.’’

“If you have any idea that they 
do realize it, you must know an 
entirely different kind and set of 
people than my patients, because 
that realization has not permeated 
to them, 

“Modern people are happy in 
the sense that they are not mis- 
erable, but they do not. often 
enough face the acute and clear 
realization of their happiness. 
They do not pause and let their 
happiness warge over them,

piness we take for granted make 
up a pitiful waste. Here the poet, 
the man of art, the temperamental 
one, has the advantage of us.

All he could say when I braced him 
was—Isn’t that perfectly beauti- 
ful?’—over and over again. And

Nature does the building of 
good teeth, but you must provide 
the materials for their nourish- 
ment and arrange for their proper 
upkeep. 

First of all, good teeth need 
these foods. See that you eat 
them every week. Milk for cal- 
cium, phosphorus and vitamin A. 
Tomatoes, fresh oranges and lem- 
ons and grapefruit for vitamin C, 
Egg yolks, cod liver and halibut 
liver preparations for vitamin D 
when you do not get hours of 
sunshine, Other’ fruits, meat, 
cheese, eggs, whole-grain cereals, 
breads and fish in normal quan-

tities. Avoid sweets but get sugar 
from fresh fruits and honey. Eat 
some coarse food every day and 
chew slowly. 

Every six months, see your 
dentist. If work is to be done, 
by all means budget so it may 
be done. Teeth decay rapidly. 
If teeth need adjusting, have that 
done at earliest age. It is too 
difficult to straighten teeth when 
you mature. Care in time pre- 
serves your mouth beauty for 
life.. 

Your home care should be a 
ritual. Brushing morning and 
night and the use of dental floss 
daily. Use a mouth wash when- 
ever you feel the need of breath 
freshening—your dentist will guide 
you in its purchase. Regard your 
toothbrush as preciously as you 
do your lipstick. And never, never 
use your teeth when you should 
use scissors, a knife or a nut- 
cracker, 
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N training children it is best to 

begin as you want to end, that 

is, teach the child at the start 
what he is to do, how he is to do 
it and when the knowledge is to 
be used. The first experiences are 
the most lasting. 

When, for example, it is time to 
teach a child not to cross the 
street or to stay inside a set line, 
take time off to teach him what 
you mean. It means preparation 
for this lesson must be made ahead 
so that the necessary time may 
be given to this important matter, 

When the time is set, go with 
the child and stay with him for 
the time he is to remain outdoors. 
Show him how far he can go and 
tell him briefly, the fewer words 
the better, what you want him to 
do. Sit by, then, and watch and 
every time he strays toward the 
edge of the yard call him back. 

Stay on the task day after day, 
the same time daily, and he will 
master the idea soon. But remem- 
ber to stay on the scene. Telling 
won't do because little children 
learn by experience and not by 
ear, 

This principle of learning must 
be observed by the teacher as 
well as the parent. The first day 
in class must be given over large- 
ly to the mechanics of the class- 
room, The method of distributing 
material, caring for wraps and be- 
longings, classroom routine, 
must be set the way they are to 
be for the term. If this is well 
done the first day and nailed 
down the first week, the rest of 
the term will be comparatively 
easy. Children do what is ex- 
pected of them if the standard is 
set clearly. 

Much of children’s disorder and 
disobedience, not all of course, is 
caused by our own slip-shod meth- 
od of doing things. We are all 
busy and think our work too im- 
portant to be held up by a child’s 
waywardness but when we get 
down to facts, the most important 
task we face is that of rearing the 
children the best way possible. 

The dishes can wait, the fussy 
déssert can wait too; so can the 
office report and the arrangement 
of the shelves. The children must 
be attended to first and in the 
. Tight way. A bit of time set

aside at the start is bound to save 
a deal of waste effort and time

STATE SUPREME 
COURT CLEARS ITS 
DOCKET FIRST TIME 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 5.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court, for 
the first time in its history, has 
completely cleared its docket, 
Chief Justice James M. Douglas 
announced today. 


He said opinions had been writ- 
ten and handed down in every 
case under submission, and that 
all pending appeals which had 
been filed in time for the Sep- 
tember term had been docketed 
for hearing in that term, which 
opened today. 

“This means that there are no 
cases accumulated in the Judges’ 
desks,” Chief Justice Douglas 
said. “Every case awaiting argu- 


ment has been set down for hear- 


ing. This means there is no log- 
jam of cases in the clerk’s office. 
The only cases on file and not 
set for hearing are those which 
reached this court after the 
docket for the September term 
was published.” 

This clearing of the dockets, 
and the accompanying expedition 
in disposition of appeals, is due 
in part to accelerated work of 
the court and in part to some 
lessening of appeal litigation in 
wartime. 

On one previous occasion, in 
1939, when Judge Ernest M. Tip- 
ton was Chief Justice, the court 
caught up with its docket to the 
extent of delivering opinions in all 
cases under submission, but was 
not clear of pending cases going 
on the docket for argument,

NE important job the house- 
() wire has at present and will 

continue to have in the future 
is to plan meals so there will be 
no leftovers, and if there are left- 
overs to have an idea that will 
use them up quickly. Putting a 
half cup of one food and a third 
cup of another one in the refrig- 
erator to stand until dried up and 
without any appetite appeal is 
shear waste and unpardonable 
home management, This unfortu- 
nately happen fh too many house- 
holds all: over the country, and 
it is the failure or the lack of 
ability to prevent waste that re- 
sults in some families never be- 
ing able to have the good things 
of life and others being ‘able to 
have everything that makese life 
worthwhile and enjoyable. The 
following recipe utilizes bread 
crumbs made from dried bread, 
that too often is tossed into the 
garbage can, and even leftover 
cottage cheese. 


Fried Tomato Sandwich, 


Four medium tomatoes, one cup 
cottage cheese, one tablespoon 
finely chopped chives, or green 
onion tops, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, two eggs, beaten, one table- 
spoon milk, one cup fine cracker 
crumbs, one-fourth cup margarine. 
Peel the tomatoes, slice each cross- 
wise into four slices. Combine 
cottage cheese, chives and salt. 
Spread a spoonful of cottage 
cheese mixture on half 'the slices, 
top with remaining slices, sand- 
wich fashion. Combine eggs and 
milk. Dip the tomato sandwiches 
into the egg mixture, then into the 
cracker crumbs. Fry in hot mar- 
garine until golden brown on both 
sides and hot through (about four 
minutes). Turn with wide spatula 
to avoid breaking sandwiches. 
Serve hot. Four servings.

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Youngest Cave Guide in the Ozarks 


Tomorrow Tommy Cosgrove, 16, Started Guiding at Fisher's Cave When He Was Only 8. 


By Helen Clanton 


OMMY COSGROVE, who has 

just had his sixteenth birth- 

day, has his career all cut out 
for him. He’s going to study 
geology, specializing in the forma- 
tion and history of caves. Tome- 
my’s been interested in caves for 
a long time. In fact, he has 
helped put himself through school 
by the money he earns as a guide 
in Merdmec Caverns, at Staunton, 
Mo. Tommy says he believes that 
he igs the youngest cave guide in 
the country—at least, he was 
when he started guiding, eight 
years ago. 

Tommy’s father died when he 
was 4, leaving Mrs. Cosgrove with 
three children. Bob, the older 
brother, got a job as a guide at 
the Fisher Caves in Meramec 
State Park, and Tommy sort of 
tagged along, because he liked to 
be around caves. He and Bob 
often went off by themselves in 
the hills to explore for caves, so 
Tommy felt he knew something 
about them. “Pretty soon,” Tommy 
remembers, “Les Dill, one of the 
owners of Meramec Caverns, came 
to me and said he would pay me 
for putting bumper strips on all 
the cars that came out of his cave, 
so I had a job of my own. But 
when the boss went home, I'd beg 
the older guides to let me go in 
the cave as a ‘trailer’ guide (one 
who mingles with the crowd and 
explains things to them when they 
can't hear the head guide). Then 
the boss said that I could be a 
guide, because I knew all about 
the cave and people liked to hear 


me talk.” 
D on a recent trip to St, Louis, 

says Tommy is the most pop- 
ular guide he’s ever had. “I was 
dubious about starting such a kid 
out,” he recalls. “But Tommy has al- 
ways been bright, and he learned 
all about the cave in a hurry, Peo- 
ple first asked him to go along 
to guide them through the cave 
as a novelty, then they discov- 
ered he knew more about it than 
lots of the older guides, He had a 
good voice, and he never got rat- 
tled, no matter how large the 
crowd was, nor how many ques- 
tion he was asked.” 

“IT was scared to death at first,” 
Tommy confesses, “But I soon 
learned that the people who came 
through the cave with me were 
also sort of nervous. Once they 
got in, however, they are 80 in- 
terested that they feel all right. 
Nothing ever bothers me except 
crying babies, or older people who 
talk loud when [- am trying to 
make everyone hear. Many times 
I have stopped right in the middle 
of my talk and told noisy people 
politely, but firmly, that I will 
escort them out of the cave right 
now if they aren't interested

enough to keep quiet. But I’ve 
never had any trouble, because 
people are too anxious to get their 
money’s worth.” 


Tommy, who is small for his 
age, actually looks much younger 
than his 16 years. He will be in 
the junior class at the Sullivan 
(Mo.) high school this year. He 
talks glibly, meets people with 
oise, and has an infectious smile. 

ut it’s difficult to imagine him 
using force to emit a noisy visitor 
from the caverns, 


“We always try to keep intoxi- 
cated people out of the Cave, but 
I remember one time a man got 
by. He was at the back of a big 
crowd, and kept making funny re- 
marks and kept everyone laugh- 
ifig. As we went through the 
cave, he would drop behind, and 
although I didn’t know it, he un- 
screwed all the light bulbs as he 
went along. When we turned 
around to come out of the cave, 
everything was pitch black, I had 
to hurry ahead with my flashlight 
and fix the lights before I could 
escort the party out of the cave.” 


“Sometimes, when a party starts 
through the cave with Tommy,” 
Dill, his boss, declares, “they ask

me, ‘Can this kid take wus 
through?’ When they come out, 
they apologize, because he did the 
job so well.” 

“Cave work is the most comfort- 
able work you can get,” Tommy 
affirms. “It's 60 degrees all year 
‘round. In the summer you don’t 
worry about the heat—in the win- 
ter, you don’t worry about the 
cold,”

“I'm studying science and, pub 
lic speaking in high school,”?Tom- 
my says, “because I think they 
will help me with my work. I 
want to go to Iowa State Univer- 
sity, because I hear they have a 
good course in geology. Then I 
want to visit caves all over the 
country and find out more about 
them.” 

Tommy starts out his spiel in

the cavern something like this, 
he tells us, “This cavern was first 
discovered and used by the Indi- 
ans, who thought that their god, 
Yucapago, lived here. First word 
of the cave reached the French 
explorer and fur trader, Jacques 
Renault, in 1735, in the pioneer 
settlement of Kaskaskia. Renault 
came to this district soon after, 
searching for furs, because he 
heard that the cavern wag used 
as a storehouse for rare furs, 
which thé Indians offered as sac- 
rifice to Yucapago.” Then he goes 
on to describe in detail what 
makes the stalactites and the sta- 
lagmites. “The visitors are gen- 
erally surprised I can tell them 
so much about it,” Tommy says. 
Tommy’s mother has never re- 
ally approved of his working in 
caves, he says, and only once in 
the eight years he’s been guiding 
has he persuaded her to go 
through with him. But that

My Day -O- 
HYDE PARK, Monday. 

VERYONE has “been sad- 
E dened, I think, by the death of 

former Senator George W. 
Norris. As one reads the editorials 
in the different papers, one real- 
izes how prone we are to give 
people their due at the time of 
their death—but to wait till then 
before giving full measure. How 
often, during their lives, the very 
things for which we praise them 
at the end have not received the 
wide support which would have 
been #0 welcome at an earlier 
date! 

Men like George Norris were 
pioneers in good citizenship. TVA 
will stand as a living monument 
to his memory for many, many 
years. It will be the kind of mon- 
ument that he would be glad to 
have. A monument of living peo- 
ple, all of inem living hopefully 
and increasing in well-being be- 
cause a man fought a good fight 
during his lifetime, and won out. 
Many of these people will perhaps 
never even know what they owe 
to George W. Norris of Nebraska. 
If we are privileged, however, to 
look down and still watch over 
the things we cared about in life, 
it will be a never-ending satisfac- 
tion to the quiet, unassuming gen- 
tleman to realize how far-reaching

sults of his efforts. 


One of my most cherished pos- 
sessions is a letter which George 


Norrig once wrote to me. The 
things he said had the quality of 
meaning that could come only 
from one whose integrity and high 
purpose were unquestioned, I had 
for him the greatest admiration. 
His family must look with pride 
on his life, so full of accomplish- 
ments and service to the nation. 
In spite of their personal loss, they 
must feel grateful that he was 
given so - many years in which to 
work for his fellow men. 

This morning I read the second 
of Sergeant Bud Hutton’s articles 
on the reactions of service men 
returning home. He puts his fin- 
ger unerringly on the things 
which must make a man wonder, 
when back from the beaches of 
Normg@hdy or the islands in the 
Pacific, whether we at. home will 
ever understand what war on our 
own doorstep might have been like 
if they had not saved us from it. 


As I read it, I kept thinking 


that there are two kinds of sol- 
diers—these young ones who have 
had to give their lives in military 
service, and the equally valiant 
ones like George Norris, who 
throughout their entire lives have 
fought for the right as they saw 
it. A civilian patriot is never as 
glamorous as a military one. Un- 
less those who are now in uniform, 
however, Keep up their fight when 
they come back on the home front, 
and take such men as George 
Norris ag their model, they will 
never completely win the war.

In both rooms West opened wit) 
a shutout effort of three spades 
Both Norths doubled, East passed. 
and in one room South also passed 
The contract should have been de- 
feated three tricks, but the defenge 
slipped and ogly 300 points were 
collected. 

In the other room South took 
out the optional double to four 
hearts. The post-mortem discus 
sion here concerned only the play 
at four hearts. Actually, the de- 
clarer should have been defeated 
in his chosen plan, but again the 
defense went astray. The winning 
line was to win the opening spade 
lead, draw one or two rounds of 
trumps, then to lead the diamond 
queen or ten through West, mak- 
ing sure that the only diamond 
loser went to Bast. In this way 
declarer would have set up his 
fourth diamond upon which to 
discard dummy’s spade jack, thus 
holding his losses to two trumps 
and one diamond. 

It seems to me, however, that 
any great to-do over the play was 
almost irrelevant in view of the 
fact that South certainly should 
not have taken out the double of 
three spades. South had far bet- 
ter defensive than offensive vVal- 
ues. True, North's double of one 
major suit might indicate excel- 
lent support for the other major, 
hearts, but there was no guaran- 
tee that North had four cards in 
the suit, and with South's anemic 
heart holding, any lesser support 
from North figured to be catas- 
trophic. In short, a bid by South 
was nothing but a shot in the 
dark, whereas the defeat of three 
spades could be reckoned a Cer- 
tainty.
